ever, had nlyo attracted the notice of the Go. 
yernor of Merv. This led to. much ill-teel 
ing; and when the governor vent. so far 
an to forcibly abduct the Jady, the com 
mandant, in disgust; surrendered his fort 
to Beegi Jan. Beggi dan promptly cut 
the Sultan'y. Weir ; und the people of Merv, 
threatened with: the borrors of famine, 
gave in, They wera deported to Bokbara, 
and Merv fell rapidly. into decay, The Rua. 
siane, according to the St, Petersburg Novosti, 
lope to restore the ongis ta its former pro 
eperity by repairing the Sultan's Weir. This 
engineering work is said to. bave been built 
‘of stowe, faced with bitumen’ aod hydraulic 
cetiont.
